T he record high for heat In G et­ 
tysburg this spring was set on June 
9 when the recording therm om eter 
of Doctor Stewart touched 97 de­ 
grees, which broke all existing rec­ 
ords here for heat on th a t date. 
Second Hottest June 21 
At the Harrisburg w eather bureau, 
th e 96-degree tem perature was re­ 
corded as the second hottest June 
21 in 43 years, the all-tim e m ark be­ 
ing 96 degrees set in 1923. 
Although the heat subsided some­ 
w hat when the sun finally set on 
th e longest day of 1933. W ednesday, 
little relief was afforded local resi­ 
dents, many of whom flocked to the 
m ountains, creeks and swimming 
pools for surcease.

Old Man Moon Looks Ever 
Downward, Features Made 
By W aterless Seas.

Urbana. 111. »AP*—The “man In 
the 
moon” 
w atches 
us 
always. 
Sometimes only erne eye is visible. 
But his face is always toward the 
earth. 
No one has ever seen the 
back of his head. 
W hat is the "m an in the moon"? 
W hat hides his face in varying de­ 
grees during the m onth? 
The large dark spots which make 
the face of the “m an in the moon” 
are the lunar seas. 
Long ago they 
were belie bed to be bodies of water 
and were given the 
fantastic wa­ 
tery names which we employ today. 
The man s right eye is the Sea of 
Storms; his left eye Is formed by 
the Sea of Serenity and the Sea of 
Tranquillity, his m outh by the Sea 
of Clouds. 
Today we know th a t there Is no 
water at all on th e moon. The dark 
“seas” are dry, level regions darker 
than the rest. 
Some astronomers 
call them plains. 
The sky m ap for the evening of 
March 3 shows the moon nearly at 
the quarter phase, with the sunrise 
line running straig h t across its disk. 
High in the south on 
th at 
date, 
above the V-shaped Hyades of T au­ 
rus, from night to night thereafter 
the 
moon is 
found 
farther east 
among the constellations. The sun­ 
rise line then bulges more and more 
toward the east, giving the moon 
the lopsided appearance which we 
call the gibbous phase. 
Full moon occurs on the evening 
of March ll, rising at nightfall al­ 
most directly in th e east. 
The moon tu rn s nearly the same 
face toward us always because it 
rotates on its axis in the same pe­ 
riod th at it 
revolves 
around the 
sun. 
Presum ably powerful earth- 
tldes have acted as a brake to re­ 
duce the moon’s rotation to equal­ 
ity with its revolution. 
Moon-tides are putting a brake on 
the earth’s 
rotation in the 
same 
wav: they are increasing the length 
of the day as m uch as a thousandth 
of a second in th e course of a cen­ 
tury.

COUNTY UNIT 
TO BE FORMED

communities in Adams county, now 
without blinding and loan facilities, 
will be the object of first attention 
by officials of the county unit of 
the Home Owners’ Loan corporation 
as soon as it is established, it was 
learned today. 
The communities are Littlestown, 
McSherrystown and New Oxford. 
They are the only towns in the 
county above 1,000 in 
population 
not now being served by banks, in­ 
surance companies, or building and 
loan 
associations 
handling 
home 
m ortgages “on a scale designed to 
afford adequate relief to hard press­ 
ed small-home owners,” according 
to Arthur J. Mertzke, chief econ- 
m lst of the Federal Home Loan 
Bank board. 
As an additional ald to these 
communities, the Home Loan Bank 
board will assist local residents in 
B ettin g up a cooperative home loan 
association, 
matching 
dollar-for- 
dollar all stock subscriptions up to 
a maximum of $100,000. 
Apply For Charter 
All the communities need do is 
apply to the Federal Home Loan 
Bank board for a charter, show the 
minimum required stock subscrip­ 
tions, and be admitted as a mem­ 
ber of the home loan bank system. 
The association would be required 


to operate in conformity with rules 
of the system but under local di­ 
rection, making loans to home-own- 
ers and prospective home-builders. 
Its mortgages accepted as collateral 
could be posted with the Home Loan 
Bank board for additional operating 
funds. 
The effort that will be made to 
set up local home loan associations 
in these towns will not conflict with 
the bank board’s principal activity 
—that of making loans from a $2,- 
000,000,000 
fund 
on 
homes 
not 
mortgaged, for payment of taxes, 
assessments, repairs and improve­ 
ments; 
and 
the 
refunding 
of 
mortgages by taking the mortgages 
in exchange for government bonds, 
the interest on which is guaranteed. 
The loans for payment of taxes and 
other charges will be made up to 40 
per cent of the property’s value. 
Mortgage refunding is limited to 
homes valued up to $20,000, but in 
no case will it exceed $14,000 ad­ 
vance. 
This latter activity will get un­ 
derway within the next week or ten 
days, following appointment of a 
state manager, and appointment of 
an attorney, an appraiser and an 
advisory board in Adams county.

FORESTS' AREA 


Between Six And Eight Mil­ 
lion Acres Will Be Pur­ 
chased In 20 States. 


Washington, Juno 22 (AP)—Rob­ 
ert Fechner, director of the civilian 
conservation 
corps, Tuesday 
an ­ 
nounced un executive 
ordpr 
ap- 
iroved by President Roosevelt, au­ 
thorising the purchase of between 
15,000.000 and 8 000 000 acres of tim ­ 
ber and farm land in twenty east­ 
ern and southern state* as part of 
the reforestation program. 
Th* acquisition of this acreage, at 
a cost of around 120.000,000, will vir­ 
tually double the acreage of na­ 
tional f o re s ts in the eastern half of 
the United States. 
Negotiations Opened 
Officials of the forest service, de­ 
partment of agriculture, it was dis­ 
closed. already have opened negotia­ 
tions with land owners in several of 
the state* looking to the purchase. 
The acreage would come from the 
•o-called “purchase areas” of land 
for addition to national forests de­ 
cided on by the national forest 
reservation commission. 
There are forty-two of these areas 
fn the following states: 
Alabama, 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Ken­ 
tucky. Louisiana, Maine. Michigan, 
Minnesota, Mississippi New* Hamp­ 
shire, North Carolina. Oklahoma, 
Pennsylvania. 8outh Carolina. Ten­ 
nessee. 
Vermont, 
Virginia, 
West 
Virginia and Wisconsin. 
The number of acres to be ac­ 
quired in each one has not yet been 
decided. 
Will Extend Reforest Program 
The reforestation program would 
be extended to some of the new 
areas as the land is acquired. 
A 
considerable portion of the project­ 
ed acreage is located near existing 
reforestation camps. 
The purchases will be approved by 
th* forest reservation commission 
whose members are: 
Secretaries 
Dem. Ickes and Wallace, Senators 
George, 
democrat,

Keyes, republican, New Hampshire, 
and Representatives Doxey. demo­ 
crat, Mississippi, and Clarke, demo­ 
crat, New York.
